Who's getting ‘clipped’? Barbers, beauticians differ’ 


Efforts are being made to 
revise the wording in a portion 
of the Illinois Beauty Culture 
Act, originally written in 1925, it 
was learned this week. 

The section under scrutiny 
relates to cutting and trimming 
hair and was inserted in the 
beautician’s regulatory 
legislation directly from the 
Illinois Barber Law—‘‘an aet to 
regulate the pursuit of the 
business, art and avocation of a 
barber,”” enacted on June 10, 
1909, as amended. 

Spearheading the efforts to 
gain a different interpretation 
of the wording or revise por- 
tions of the Beauty Culture Act 
itself are the Illinois Hair- 
dressers Association and the 
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Chicago School Owners 
Association, it was learned. 

The controversial haircutting 
issue is not confined to the 
Quad-City area. Barbers here, 
however, are threatening 
beauticians with prosecution if 
they cut hair without first being 
registered as a barber with the 
Dlinois Department of 
Registration and Education. 

A notice has been inserted in 
the Press-Record by the 
Granite City Barbers Union, 
Local 483, stating that 
prosecution will result from 
violation of specific rules.

business representative, said a 
number of instances in which 
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beauty salons are cutting hair in 
violation of state acts have been 
called to the attention of himself 
and union president Robert 
Rogers. 

One local beautician said the 
state hairdressers association 
“thas been fighting this thing the 
past four years. In the mean- 
time, five states-have passed or 
changed state laws.” 

Fifteen states also have 
enacted or amended laws 
permitting beauticians to cut 
men’s hair, she said. 

According to Buehler, 
beauticians are not permitted to 
cut hair for men or women 
customers unless they also are 
registered with the state as 
barbers. 


‘The crux of the matter ap- 
parently revolves around Rule 8 
(G) of the Rules and 
Regulations for the 
Administration of The Illinois 
Beauty Culture Act, issued by 
the Illinois Department of 
Registration and Education 
under the authority of Dean 
Barringer, Ph.D., director. 

The section states: 
“Unprofessional conduct, which 
is specified as a ground for the 
revocation and suspension of a 
certificate of registration under 
Section 12 (K) of the Illinois 
Beauty Culture. Act, includes 
but is not limited to the 
following: 

“1. Cutting or trimming hair, 
unless same is done in con- 


nection with arranging. and 
dressing the hair of any person; 

“2. Advertising haircutting or 
trimming of hair unless it is 
offered in connection with the 
arranging and dressing of the 
hair of any person; and, 

“3. Violation of Section 2a. of 
the Illinois Beauty Culture 
Act.” 

Interpretation of the above 
wording presently is under 
close examination, it was 
learned. 

Buehler said a letter from 
Barringer was received by the 
Barber’s Union and other in- 
terested parties last June 7, 
notifying all concerned that 
“until a decision is rendered by 
the Appellate Court or the 


Supreme Court nullifying the 
rule on attached sheet, this 
department is required to en- 
force Rule 8 as written.” 

The union officer said that 
barbers are required to com- 
plete 1,850.hours schooling, plus 
a two-year apprenticeship 
before being qualified. 

Beauticians are required to 
complete 1,500 hours schooling 
and successfully pass a state 
examination to receive a state 
beauty license. 

Ironically; part of the 
required » curriculum, as 
detailed in the state’s Rules and 
Regulations to Administer the 
Illinois Beauty Culture Act, 
specifies that beauty culture 
students must learn ‘Hair 


Dressing (thinning; trimming; 
shaping; fingerwavirig; all 
met of curling; all types of 
hair and ‘hair attachments; 
marcelling; pressing).”. 

It also was Jearned that prior 
to issuance of a registered 
beauty culfurist license, student 
candidates must pass a written 
examination and practical 
demonstration of skills. 

According to several local 
beauticians the examination 
procedure requires the license 
applicant to cut, trim and shape 
the hair of a model. 

In response to the barbers’

Parente said his fire trucks 
are experiencing difficulty 
leaving the present Nameoki 
Road fire station because of 
heavy traffic. Objectors said 
they felt the traffic is just as 
heavy on Johnson Road. 

The fire chief and City 
Engineer Monroe Brewer 
contended that traffic counts 
had been taken at both locations 
and showed far less traffic on 
Johnson Road than on Nameoki 
Road. 

One man said traffic counts 
were not accurate, since he had 
noticed the Johnson Road 
traffic counting meter 
disconnected several times. 

Brewer said the man who 


read the meter could tell when it 
had been disconnected and 
when it was giving an accurate 
count. 

Another objection was that 
the proposed site is close to St 
Elizabeth School and fire trucks 
could present a danger to 
children. 

Two other actions of the Plan 
Commission also are to be 
considered by the City Council 
tonight. 

The commission recom- 
mended approval of a petition 
for the property of Rolla 
Reeves, 2300 Gary Ave., to be 
annexed into the city. 

The commission also 
recommended approval of the 
petition of Mrs. Shirley 
Valencia for a special use 
permit to operate a beauty shop 
in her home at 2920 Victory 
Drivé. There were no objectors 
to the beauty shop at the 
meeting.

A proposal that the Tri-City 
Regional Port District purchase 
the Granite City Public Wharf 
and Terminals from the 
Missouri-Illinois Bi-State 
Development Agency will be the 
subject of a special meeting of 
the Bi-State agency’s board of 
directors Friday. 

After months of negotiations, 
the Tri-City Regional Port 
board has proposed that it 
purchase the facilities for a 
package price of $572,500. 

From revenue generated in 
the operation of the public 
wharf and terminals, the Tri 
City Regional Port District 
would pay Bi-State $62,500 per 
year for seven years 

In addition, the port authority 
would assume $80,000 in out- 
standing bond debts and rebate 
$25,000 to Granite City Steel for 
rent paid in advance on the 
facilities. 

The steel company still would 
utilize its facilities at the wharf 
here 

The remaining $30,000 is 
expected to come from the state 
under ‘an unwritten promise” 
that if the two sides can come 
close in negotiations for the 
sale, the Illinois Department of 
Local Government Affairs will 
make available a $30,000 grant 
to assist 

‘The plan was presented to the 
Bi-State board during _ its 
regular meeting Thursday, but 
the board decided it needed 
additional discussion. 

Mrs. Jacqueline Phillips, a 
Bi-State commissioner who 
heads the agency’s waterways 
committee, suggested a 3 p.m. 
starting time on Dec. 20 for such 
a discussion. 

Other members of the 
waterways committee are 
Mayor Paul Schuler of Granite 
City and Macler Shepard of St. 
Louis. 

In early negotiations for the 
sale of the wharf area, the port 
authority offered $425,000 over 
six years, but Bi-State sought 
$910,000 over 10 years. 

The port district then upped 
its pricé to $510,000 over six 
years and Bi-State dropped its 
request to $730,000 over 10 
years. 

In an reach 


effort to 


agreement, the port district 
added a seventh year payment 
of $62,500 for the final draft. 

Some officials involved in the 
negotiations said they expect 
Friday's Bi-State meeting “‘to 
culminate the discussions.” A 
successful outcome is an- 
ticipated, they added. 

At Thursday’s Bi-State board 
meeting, Francis Touchette, 
supervisor of Centreville 
Township (St. Clair County), 
was seated as an Illinois 
representative. He was ap- 
pointed by Gov. Dan Walker. 

Mayor Paul Schuler was 
elected as secretary of the Bi- 
State board, with William 
Douthit as treasurer, John 
Brawley «was retained as 
chairman, with Roy May 
continuing as vice-chairman. 

A policy was adopted to have 
annual elections for each board 
office, with the maximum 
period one person may serve in 
any one office being two years.

More authority 
for Rendleman 


New guidelines on executive 
officer relationships adopted by 
the Southern Illinois University 
Board of Trustees provide for 
presidents of the campuses at 
Edwardsville and Carbondale 
to function ‘‘with full autonomy 
in all spheres excepting those 
reserved to the board.” 

The guidelines also change 
the title of the former chief of 
board staff to general secretary: 
of the SIU system and redefine 
his relationship to the 
presidents. 

The guideline revision 
followed six months of study by 
a committee of faculty, staff 
and students representing the 
two SIU campuses. Trustees 
agreed to appoint the study 
committee in June amid 
mounting criticism from 
campus groups of revised 
guidelines adopted by the board 
last January. 

Members of the study com- 
mittee reported their recom- 
mendations at the October 
board meeting in Edwardsville. 
Subsequently revisions of that 
report were agreed to by a 
group consisting of two 
representatives from each 
campus and three members of 
the trustees. 

Previous guidelines 
established a system council 
composed of the two campus 
presidents and the chief of 
board staff, with the staff chief 
serving as permanent chair- 
man. The old guidelines also 
empowered the chief of board 
staff to interpret board policy to 
the two presidents. 

Under the revision adopted 
Thursday the general secretary 


remains as chairman of the 
system council, but no longer 
has power to make in- 
terpretations of board policy. 

The new guidelines define the 
job of the general secretary as 
primarily that of an 
“educational analyst and ad- 
visor to the board,” who is to 
assist the board in system 
planning, coordination of 
system concerns and main- 
taining external relationships of 
the system. 

Presidents of the campuses 
will represent their campuses 
“in its relationship to external 
agencies in local, state and 
federal government, including 
the Illinois Board of Higher 
Education, Bureau of the 
Budget, Office of the Governor, 
and other external agencies,” 
the new guidelines state. 

In matters which may have 
system concern, the presidents 
are to coordinate their efforts 
with each other and with the 
general secretary through the 
system council. 

The system council is to 
concern itself with external 
affairs of the system, system 
policies and any matters of 
system coordination that cannot 
be resolved by agreement of the 
two presidents or that are of 
special system concern to the 
trustees.

Enrollment rankings change \. 


By MARY LOU MANNING 

The University of Illinois at 
Urbana remains the largest 
public university in the state 
even though its enrollment is 
down from last year. But after 
that, there’s been a shake-up in 
enrollment rank during the past 
five years, according to a study 
compiled by the Board of 
Higher Education. 


In 1970, the state’s public 
colleges and_ universities, 
ranked by total degree credit 
enrollment, stacked up this 
way: U. of I, at Urbana; 
Northern Illinois University; 
Southern Illinois University at 
Carbondale; U. of I. at Chicago; 
Illinois State University; 
Loyola University; Nor- 
thwestern; Western Illinois 
University and SIU at 
Edwardsville. All of these in- 


stitutions were above the 10,000 
mark. 


This fall, there were 18 in- 
stitutions over it. A college not 
in existence in 1970 came in 
second to the U. of I. at Urbana 
mark of 37,934. The Urban Skills 
Institute, a campus of the City 
Colleges of Chicago, reached 
27,464 in degree credit 
enrollment. 

These two schools were 
followed by: NIU, 24,812; U. of 
I, at Chicago, 20,193; Triton 
Community College, 19,799; 
ISU, 19,450; SIU, 19,009; SIU, 
15,523; Northwestern, 15,471 
and Wilbur Wright Community 
College, 15,161. 

In addition, another eight 
universities had an enrollment 
in excess of 10,000. Nor- 
theastern Illinois accounts for 
two of them with the College of 
DuPage at 12,344 and William

The survey also indicated that 
31 per cent of all college 
students, in the state attend a 
public university. Another 45 
per cent attend a public com- 
munity college with the 
remaining 24 per cent in private 
institutions. 

Throughout Illinois, there are 
10 public universities with a 
total of 13 campuses and 38 
community colleges with a total 
of 48 campuses. In the private 
school sector, there are 86 in- 
stitutions and 87 campuses. 

Of the 48 public schools, only 
eight experienced a decline in 
enrollment over 1973's figures. 
Topping the list of “losers” was 
the State Community College of 
East St. Louis, 15 per cent 
decrease; followed by Carl 
Sandburg College, five per 
cent; SIUC, four per cent; 
Chicago State and Elgin 
Community College, two per 
cent; and Olive-Harvey, U. of I. 
at Urbana and. Rock Valley 
College, all below two per cent.

Wildlife finds cover 
in Randolph county 


Editor’s Note: This is one of 
a series on MTlinois’ state 
parks and memorials. 


By JOAN MURARO 


CHESTER — Woods, water 
and wildlife are the attrac- 
tions at the Randolph country 
conservation grea, a 1031-acre 
tract in Randolph county, 
about four miles north of 
Chester off county highway 
DD. 

Amid rolling hills, steep 
slopes and stands of hardwood 
timber, lies a G5acre lake 
placidly reflecting the trees 
which in many cases grow 
down to the water’s edge 
along the 3% mile shoreline. 

Because of the terrain up- 
land game finds plenty of food 
and cover in the timbers and 
miles of shrub, autumn olive, 
bush honeysuckle and multi- 
flora roses. The department 
of conservation, which man- 
ages the area, provides for 
food plot planting on small 
patches of grain sorghum, 
wheat and corn. Shrubs are 
used for fencerows and bor- 
ders are left unmowed, pro- 
viding cover and food for 
quail and rabbits. 

During the season, hunting 
is permitted on more than 900 
acres, for squirrel, dove, 
wood ‘cock, pheasant, quail, 
rabbit and deer. Because of 
the terrain and the cover, 
quail and rabbit hunters find 
use of bird dogs or beagles al- 
most essential,

Both red and gray squirrels 
are numerous at the conser- 
vation area, and deer appear 
to be increasing in numbers. 
Deer can be hunted only with 
bow and arrow. 

Aside from hunting, the 
conservation area offers five 
picnic sites with tables and 
outdoor stoves, located close 
to drinking water and park- 
ing. Campers will find three 
camp , for tents and 
trailers. Asin all state conser- 
vation properties, campers 
must obtain a permit from the 
site manager on arrival. 

A concrete launching ramp 
and dock are near a harbor 
utility building where a con- 
cession stand operates during 
warm weather, and réntal 
boats are available. For fish- 
ermen, the lake contains 
largemouth bass, bluegill, 
sunfish, channel catfish and 
builheads. Only electric mo- 
tors are allowed. 

In winter, ice fishing is per- 
mitted when ice is thi

The decision by Chicago 
Mayor Richard J. Daley to seek 
re-election makes civil war 
among Illinois Democrats 
inevitable. 

That was the feeling beneath 
the Statehouse Dome following 
the 72-year-old mayor’s Chicago 
announcement that he will run 
for an unprecedented sixth 
term. 

Although there will be some 
serious opposition in the 
Democratic primary virtually 
no one in Illinois politics doubts 
that Daley will win and then 
coast to a run-off victory 
against the usually weak 
Republican opposition. 

But after that the real battle 
will start. 

It’s going to be Daley against 
Gov. Dan Walker for control of 
the Democratic party in Ilinois. 
Even before the primary and 
run-off elections in Chicago the 
battle will be joined in the 
legislature. 

Already ahead at this stage is 
Daley who can count on the 
support of far more legislators 
than the governor. With the 
decidedly minority Republicans 
inclined to side with the Daley

It is the Capitol 
consensus that in about every 
public difference over what the 
legislature did or didn't do, 
Walker has emerged the winner 
and the GOP the loser. 

The tip-off that Walker in- 
tends to continue the same 
tactics in the future cameat the 
recess of the fall legislative 
session when he denounced 
regular Daley Democrats and 
Republican legislators for 
overriding vetoes totaling more 
than $300 million. He even 
singled out Daley’s son, Sen. 
Richard M. Daley (D-Chicago) 
for direct personal criticism. 

This was viewed at the 
Statehouse as a declaration of 
political war against Mayor 
Daley. This attack was soon 
answered by the mayor’s top 
legislative lieutenant, Rep. 
Gerald W. Shea of Riverside, 
who told a press conference that 
Walker can be defeated in the 
1976 Democratic gubernatorial 
primary.

Because of his agvanced age 
and latent health problem there 
is a substantial opinion that the 
mayor will not serve out a full 
four-year term. What is 
generally anticipated is two 
years of busy activity to round 
out his 20-plus years of. service 
as Chicago’s top executive and, 
equally important, to crush 
Walker before the 1976 election. 

It will take some doing and 
require a bitter primary 
struggle in the spring of 1976. 
The outcome is uncertain. The 
Daley forces will have to come 
up with a strong candidate. It 
will have to be someone who not 
only can beat Walker in the 
primary but be strong enough to 
rebuild party unity after the 
spring warfare and then attract 
enough independent and 
Republican votes to be elected 
in the fall. 

Lt. Gov. Neil Hartigan has 
been considered the best 
possibility, to date, although he 
still faces the problem of 
developing @ strong name 
identity Downstate. Hartigan is 
a Chicagoan. 

The unprecedented 
November victory of state 
Treasurer Alan J. Dixon has 
propelled him onto prime 
consideration as a 1976 Walker 
primary foe. It is reasoned that 
Dixon, a downstater, could 
count on a big vote in this region 
and that, coupled with the Daley 
organization turnout in 
Chicago, could make him un- 
beatable in both the primary 
and the election. 

Walker's big problem bet- 
ween now and 1976 is to create a 
separate party organization of 
his own on a statewide basis 
which can offset the Daley 
monolith in Chicago. A start has 
already been made in this area 
through establishment of the 
Illinois Democratic Fund, 
Walker’s own fund-raising 
entity. However, results have 
been far from impressive so far. 

Walker's best chance of 
heading off repudiation by the 
regular party organization two 
years from now appears to be in 
continuing to sell himself as an 
independent populist who 
serves the cause of the people 
and by doing so incurs the op- 
position of traditional 
politicians. 

It is a strategy that has 
served him well in the past and 
could well do so in the future.

Study how fo balance 
River Festival budget 


Southern Illinois University 
at Edwardsville will assume 
operational responsibility for 
the Mississippi River Festival 
(MRF) for the summer of 1975 if 
a proposal submitted Thursday 
by SIUE President John S. 
Rendleman to the SIU Board of 
Trustees is approved. 

President Rendleman’s 
proposal was referred by Ivan 
A. Elliott Jr., chairman of the 
SIU Board of Trustees, to the 
Board staff for study and 
recommendations. 

The MRF board of directors 
voted Nov. 7 to continue the 
festival next year and to 
transfer the responsibility for 
management to SIUE. In past 
years, the St. Louis Symphony 
Orchestra has managed the 
operation. 

‘The proposal includes a 
projected financial operations 
statement, indicating estimated 
income of $578,720, expenses 
totaling $577,050, with a 
resulting surplus of $1,670. The 
festival experienced a loss of 
$115,461 this year. 

President Rendleman said 
the principal expense reduction 
would be in regard to the St. 
Louis Symphony. He said the 
obligation would. be reduced 
from $242,600 to $50,000, which 
means the Symphony would 


.of the expense 


appear for only two weeks of the 
proposed festival season. He 
said the Symphony has agreed 
to this proposal 

The president also said the 
balanced budget is contingent 
on donations of $40,000 from the 
Friends of the Festival, a 
continuing grant of $60,000 from 
the Illinois Arts Council, and a 
new grant of $50,000 from the 
National Endowment for the 
Arts (NEA). He said the MFR 
has been informed that it is 
eligible for the NEA grant. 

The proposal suggests that 
the festival season would begin 
earlier than it has in the past 
and continue for approximately 
seven weeks. 

The president said the 
proposal is based on ‘the 
University handling the en- 
tertainment series in the same 
way that other colleges and 
universities normally sponsor 
entertainment programs. He 
said if the attendance level of 
the past season can be main- 
tained, the festival can operate 
with a balanced budget because

Two bodies found 


‘The bodies of two men found 
‘Sunday in a heavily wooded 
area in Northwest St. Louis 
County tentatively have been 
. identified as Todd L. Friedman, 
22, son of Julian Friedman, 
president of Total Comfort 
Systems, 2260 State. St., and 
Fred Gent, 21, of Florissant, 
Mo. 

Friedman's parents, with 
whom he lived in Alton, had 
offered a substantial reward for 
information leading to the 
whereabouts of the two men 
who had disappeared under 
mysterious circumstances from 
the Radio Shack store in 
Florissant on Oct. 28. 

The bodies were discovered 
about 4 p.m. yesterday on the 
grounds of the Desloge estate, 
near the Missouri River Bot- 
toms area by Edwin Kaelin, an 
off-duty St. Louis homicide 
detective, and his ‘daughter, 
Peggy, 13, who were walking in 
the woods .looking for a 
Christmas tree. 

The area where the two were 
found is about five miles north 
of the store at 2596 N. Highway 


140 and just-100 yards west of 
New Halls Ferry Road. Gent 
was employed as store manager 
and Friedman had been 
working there for one week 
before both disappeared. 

Both bodies were badly 
decomposed and dressed in 
clothing resembling that worn 
by the missing men when they 
were, last seen. Both had been 
shot in the head. 

Their disappearance was 
discovered Oct. 28 when a 
customer called Florissant 
police and reported the store 
was open but no one was inside. 
About $285 in small bills had 
been taken, but $115 was left 
behind. Cars belonging to the 
two men were parked nearby. 

Two telephone calls were 
received at the Granite City 
store from a woman who was 
attempting to reach Friedman’s 
father shortly after the son was 
reported missing. The 
unidentified woman claimed to 
be calling from Florida, but St.

PEONAGE SYSTEM ENDS 
No more ‘working boys’ 
‘in state mental facilities 


By MARY LOU MANNING 


SPRINGFIELD — Anera in 
the field of mental health has 
come to an end. 

On Nov. 1, Illinois became 
the first state to discontinue 
the practice of using working 
patients in the Department of 
Mental Health and Develop- 
mental Disabilities’ facilities. 
Tt thus ended years of contro- 
versy centered around 
charges of exploitation, many 
of which have been docu- 
mented. 

No one knows for sure just 
when the “‘peonage” system 
evolved in the state’s mental 
facilities. It existed as far 
back as the 1930s, and it is not 
unique to Dlinois. 

“Many years ago, the ra- 
tionale was that there were 
sometimes 5,000-6,000 patients 
at one institution and addi- 
tional help was needed to care 
for them,” explained an offi- 
cial from the department. 
“Therefore, the mentally re- 
tarded residents with a higher 
functional level were desig- 
nated as ‘working patients.’’” 

Many of the clients used as 
working patients up to as late 
as 1965 were thase clients who 
are row active in sheltered 
care and vocational education 
programs. 

“The same clients that up 
until about the mid-’60s were 
used as working patients rep- 
resent the bulk of transfers 
into the community pro- 
grams,” he said. “However, 
years ago anyone diagnosed 
as mentally retarded, regard- 
less of their functioning level, 
was institutionalized.”” 

Another reason for the work 
program was the philosophy 
that it was therapeutic and al- 
lowed the patients to help pay 
for the cost of their care. 
Some mental health officials 


ne longer ascribe to this phi- 
losophy. 


As the population in the 
state facilities declined from 
a peak of 48,000 in 1955 to a 
current figure of 13,000, the 
number of working ‘patients 
has also diminished. 

“As of February, 1974, there 
were approximately 1,100 cli- 
ents doing tasks construed as 
work by the Department of 
Labor,” the spokesman said. 
He pointed out that these 
workers were not involved in 
direct care of other patients, 
as has been done in the past. 

“Many years ago, so-called 
‘working boys’ were desig- 
nated to take care of other 
residents,” he said. ‘“‘Often- 
times, involved physical 
abuse. 


The facilities housing the 
largest number of working 
patients were: Galesburg 
State Research Hospital, 399; 
Manteno State Hospital, 257; 
Kankakee State Hospital, 113; 
and Elgin State Hospital, 93. 

The most recent study un- 
dertaken by the department 
to determine how big a prob- 
lem the working system was 
in Dlinois indicated that these 
workers were involved in such 
tasks as working on garbage 
or laundry trucks, clerical po- 
sitions, kitchen helpers, bus- 
boys, messengers, or making 
beds in large wards. In other 
words, they were helping 
maintain the facility. Some- 
times they were paid; often- 
times, they were not. 

“As a result of that study, 
we found that the working pa- 
tients were paid from nothing 
to $40 or $50 per week," the of- 
ficial said. 

Last November, a U.S. Dis- 
trict Court Judge ordered the 
U.S. Labor Department to be-

gin strict enforcement of a 
1966 amendment to the Fair 
Labor Standards Act of 1938. 
This amendment extended the 
minimum wage to employes 
at nursing homes, hospitals 
and mental institutions. 

The judge, in deciding a 
lawsuit filed on behalf of three 
mental patients from Ohio, 
said that the amendment ex- 
tended the minimum wage to 
working patients. He gave the 
Labor Department until Dec. 
1, 1974, to develop guidelines 
to include these patients and 
to begin enforcing the law.

“The state would have to 
pay the minimum wage or a 
fee based on the worker’s pro- 
ductivity versus a ‘normal’ 
worker's performance,” the . 

In addition, such 
benefits as Social Security, 
sick leave, etc., would have to 
be met. f 

Therefore, the mental 
health officials decided to dig- 
continue the ‘work’ pro" 
gram.

Average American consumes 
191 pounds of meat per year 


News reports ‘on the world 
food situation depict people 
suggesting that we Americans 
eat less meat in order to free 
more grain for food,” says 
Lawrence Simerl, University of 
Illinois agricultural economist. 

“Before we make major 
changes in our eating habits, 
perhaps|we should check to see 
what ‘the average American 
currently eats,’? Simerl 


suggests. 

The United States Depart- 
ment of| Agriculture estimates 
that the|total food consumption 
will reach a record level for 
Americans in 1974. 

Food ¢onsumption per person 
this year is running about two 
per cent greater than in 1973 — 
the largest jump in food con- 
sumption since 1959. The overall 
increase results mainly from 
the sharp increase in meat 
production over reduced 1973 
levels. Meat consumption in any 
year depends primarily on the 
amount produced and sold by 
farmers, explains Simerl. 

He points out that in 1974, the 
average American is eating 


about seven pounds more beef 
than the 116 pounds he ate last

year. The average American is 
eating abayt 66 pounds of pork 
— five pounds more than he ate 
last year, Simerl adds. 

However, pets Dereon ‘con: 
sumption of lamb and mutton 
dropped three-tenths of a pound 
to 2.4 pounds. The cutback fits 
in with the historical decline in 
lamb and mutton production 
and consumption. 

‘The average American also is 
using 14 pounds less milk and 
milk products, consuming 542 
pounds this year. Simerl says 
the 14-pound drop ranks as the 
sharpest since 1967. However, 
the average American con- 
tines to drink more lowfat milk

State program for retired teachers 


IHinois teachers who have 
retired from the. classroom 
represent a ‘vast pool of 
education and experience, 2 
resource largely untapped by 
the state educational system, 
according to State School Supt. 
Michael J. Bakalis. 

To take advantage of this 
resource, the state education 
office, with the cooperation of 
the Illinois Retired Teachers 
Association (IRTA), has 
launched the Retired Volun- 
teers in Education Program, 
Bakalis annoynced. He said he 
would recommend to the State 
Board of Education that it carry 
on the program after he leaves 
office. 

“This program will offer 
retired teachers volunteer jobs 
in the state education office, 
and the state office will en- 
courage local ‘school districts 
and other education 
organizations to take advantage 
of the expertise of retired. 
teachers,” he explained. 

“The IRTA has 7,000 mem- 
bers, all of them experienced 


teachers. These persons 
represent a pool. of knowledge 
and experience that should not 
be wasted just because they 
have reached some arbitrary 
age,” Bakalis said. 

“School districts need help— 
they need teacher aides, tutors, 
library, helpers, teachers for 
homebound students. And they 
cannot afford to hire enough 
full-time people to fill all these 
needs. All these things, a retired 
teacher can do and can do ex- 
pertly,” he said. 

“Many sections within my 
office have indicated they would 
welcome help from retired 
teachers, in jobs ranging from 
reading project proposals to 
serving on school visitation 
teams.” 

Bakalis noted that while 
many teachers might be en- 
joying their retirement, many 
more would welcome a chance 
to go back to work part-time in 
their profession.

Winter care of 
Cacti plants 


By WAYNE B. SIEFERT 
Lawn and garden consultant 
Cacti are dormant in the 

winter but still require oc- 
casional watering to survive. 

Desert cacti and succulents 
are easily maintained during 
the winter when watered from 
the top every three to four 
weeks. When you use warm 
water it isn’t harmful to pour 
water on the plant. Excess 
water collected in the tray 
under the pot should always be 
discarded. 

Keep your cactus in a bright 
location and normal room 
temperature. When your cactus 
shows signs of growth water 
more often.

Wild rabbits can ruin your 
favorite Shrub or small tree by 
chewing the limbs or eating the 
bark on the trunk. Now i: 
time to check the lower twigs of 
your shrubs to see if rabbits are 
making a survey. Look for 
shipped-off twigs or occasional 
nibbled-off streaks on the bark. 
If you find any of these signs, 
your plants are in danger of 
severe damage before spring. 

Small trees can be protected 
by wrapping the trunk with 
heavy paper. Screen or tar- 
paper shields are equally ef- 
fective. 

As an emergency measure 
supply feed for the neigh- 
borhood rabbits. Ear corn is a 
favorite rabbit food during 
acute weather. One half ear 
each day per rabbit will aid in 
saving your shrubs. Apples and 
potatoes are other favorite 
foods- providing they are not 
frozen.

checked for hazards

CHICAGO — Sixty-two- 
year-old Maggie was trying to 
keep warm by leaning against 
her gas stove. One of the 
burners and the oven were on. 
Her nightgown ignited and 
she died from the resulting 
burns. 

Four-yearold Cynthia was 
playing with the female end of 
an extension cord and placed 
it in her mouth. Her saliva 
made contact: with the metal 
parts and caused an electrical 
shock and mouth burn. 

Robert, age 60, turned on 
his gas stove and lit a match 
to light the oven. He dropped 
the first match and had- to 
light a second. By that time, 
enough gas had accumulated 
to cause an explosion, burning 
him severely. 

Data on household acci- 
dents like these are compiled 
by the Consumer Product 
Safety Commission, head- 
quartered in Washington, 
D.C. The two-year-old organi- 
zation has the authority to set 
or revise standards on poten- 
tially dangerous - household 
and recreational products. 


Products under the com-- 


mission’s jurisdiction include 
bicycles, televisions, deter- 
gents,. spray cans, architec- 
tural glass and electrical ap- 


‘The commission gets its ac- 
cident statistics through the 
National Electronic Injury 
Surveillance System, which 
reports daily data from hospi- 
tal emergency rooms nation- 
wide on injuries associated 
with consumer products. 

The commission recently 
released three reports listing 
those products which pose the 
greatest risks of injury to 
children and women, the 
“most vulnerable consum- 
ers” according to Barbara 
Hackman Franklin, safety 
commissioner. 

‘She points oyt that.ordinary 
household products can be es-

children who can’t read the 
labels, don’t perceive possible 
dangers and don’t have full 
physical coordination and.

Women are vulnerable be- 
cause they are the primary 
purchasers and users of prod- 
ucts in and around the home. 

The report shows that chil- 
dren under age 5 are most of- 
ten injured by running or fall- 
ing into tables. Stairs and 
landings are the second most 
frequent source of accidents 
in this age group. 

For children age 5 to 16, bi- 
cycles are the leading hazard, 
contributing: to 375,000 inju- 
ries treated in hospital emer- 
gency rooms over a one-year- 
period. 

Women are most frequently 
injured in falls on stairs, with 
185,000 estimated annual inju- 
ries. The injuries are often re- 
lated to inadequate lighting, 
arms full while going down- 
stairs and catching footwear 
on stairs. 

The second greatest hazard 
to women is from cooking 
ranges. The commission esti- 
mates that more than 20,000 
people require hospital emer- 
gency room treatment each 
year for injuries involving gas 
and electric kitchen ranges. 
Twelve thousand of them are 
women,

It would overhaul racing 
rules, giving greater power to the 
state commission and giving horse- 
men a larger share of the money 
wagered. 

The bill would leave the ‘“‘cut’’ of 
the betting at 16 per cent but alter 
the sliding scale of percentages 
retained by the track; half of the 
track’s share goes to the purses paid 
horsemen. 

Under the proposal, the sliding 
figure would be based on average 
daily take rather than gross per- 
centages for the racing meeting. The 
present system encourages use of 
‘“‘paper’’ corporations for short 
meetings, to keep the state share in 
the lower brackets, it was brought 
out 

Moon reported that Southern 
Illinois tracks, working on a smaller 
population base, gross about a third 
of what Chicago tracks can make; 


Despite the high level of steel 
production during 1974 and some 
recession-related order cutbacks, 
there is still considerable demand 
for steel, Granite City Steel 
President H. M. Love told a local 
gathering this month. 

American Iron and Steel Institute 
findings agree, and stress that the 
United States may find itself up 
against a critical steel shortage 
before the end of the decade. 

The AIST has called for federal tax 
policies that will encourage capital 
investment. It says higher industry 
profits are necessary to attract an 
influx of new capital to build 25 
million to 30 million tons of ad- 
ditional raw steel capacity that the 
economy will require by 1980. 

The Institute adds that, on the 
average, steel firms are taking more 
than 94 per cent of the total pollu- 
tants out of their water discharges 
and removing over 91 per cent of all 
particulates from their emmissions 
into the air.

they favor increasing the cut to 17 
per cent, or revising the breakdown 
of the 16 per cent, and say the track- 
horsemen share of bets is greater in 
Ohio, Louisiana and Kentucky than 
in Illinois. 

The change would put harness 
racing, now getting more favorable 
treatment, on an equal basis with 
thoroughbred racing. It would 
eliminate the admissions tax, in the 
hope of stimulating attendance.

The Collinsville Herald comments 
that ‘“‘the outcome pf the effort to ob- 
tain a better share of the proceeds 
for the financially hard-pressed 
track may be the decisive factor jn 
the decision to rebuild. The 
legislature might well consider the 
large amount of revenue generated 
for the state coffers by the two area 
tracks. Much of that money comes 
from Missouri. 

“As long as there are two Illinois 
tracks it is unlikely that Missouri in- 
terests will try to get their law 
changed to permit racing; even if 
that happened, the area couldn’t 
support three tracks. 

“If Fairmount doesn’t reopen, and 
only the half-mile Cahokia oval 
remains, it might be a different ball 
game. For failure to give a bit to 
save Fairmount, the state might lose 
the whole take from Cahokia and 
Fairmount.”

Progress by Assembly 


Editor’s Note: What have 
the state House of Represent- 
atives and the Senate done re- 
cently to help make our state 
government better and closer 
to the citizen? What should 
they do in the future? 

W. Robert Blair, the outgo- 
ing speaker of the House, has 
written some of his thoughts 
on the past, present and fu- 
ture of the legislature in this 
perceptive article. Blair logt 
his attempt for reelection in 
his home district and will be 
replaced as speaker in Jamu- 


ary.

Not many people often re- 
fect upon the fact that the 
speaker of the House of Rep- 
resentatives, one of the two or 
three most influential people 
in state government, is not di- 
rectly elected to his position 
by the voters. His allegiance 
as a public official is uniquely 
spread and divided among 
and between the people of his 
legislative district who send 
him to Springfield, all of the 
people of Illinois and every 
member of the institution 
over which he presides. 

I have tried during my 
tenure as speaker to respond 
consciously and conscien- 
tiously to each of these con- 
stituencies. In some cases re- 
sponding to the needs of the 
people of Illinois has placed 
me in conflict with the desires 
of my legislative district con- 
stituents. This is a fact of life 
no speaker can avoid. But in 
every case, I have tried to de- 
termine as best I could what 
the immediate and longer 
term needs were, how the al- 
ternative solutions proposed 
to meet these needs, and then 
attempted to effectuate the 
building of a legislative con- 
sensus that supported as 
many elements of the opti- 
mum solution as possible. 

As I write these words, I re- 
alize describing a model 
formula to achieve a solution 
to a problem must be related 
very simply, but the process 
in fact is neither as simple nor 
as direct as we would hope. 

To me the legislature has 
always been the instrumental 
crucible of decision making in 
a free society and I can 
honestly offer the personal 
judgment that the 10 years I 
have been privileged to serve 
in your General Assembly 
have been the most rewarding 
of my life. 

One of the goals I set for my 

speakership was a direct out- 
growth of my deep pride and 
respect for the House of Rep- 
resentatives as an institution 
of government closest to the 
people. Unfortunately, this 
legislature, as most of its sis- 
ter legislatures, had sapped 
itself of its inherent vitality 
and strength as a result of 
failing to keep pace with the 
demands facing it. . 
\ The historical foros which 
brought about temporary 
eclipse of legislatures in 
every state in this nation are 
not so it to document 
here as it is to point out that 
there was never any intrinsic 
change in the traditional con- 
stitutional powers and re- 
sponsibilit

By the time I was elected 
speaker, the process of re- 
juvenating the General As- 
sembly had begun in the Sen- 
ate, However, the dawn her- 

a new day was just on 
the verge of beginning in the 
House. Perhaps it was my 
pledge to push, pull and goad 
the House into the 20th Cen- 
tury as fast as I could that was 
responsible in part for’ my 
election as speaker. 

It was my conviction that 
the General Assembly had to 
regain its ability to make in- 
formed and responsible deci- 
sions in an’ indepéndent ard 
accountable fashion. Nothing 
stood in our way but our own 
inaction. 

To set the stage for our ef- 
fort to reform our institutional 
patterns of organization and 
operation, I commissioned a 
professional management 
study of the operation of the 
speaker’s office and the staff- 
ing of legislative committees, 
particularly the appropri- 
ations committee. 

‘Then we had been less than 
businesslike, in our approach 
to the administrative de- 
mands of the office and our 
manner of providing profes- 
sional expertise to standing 
committees was haphazard at 
best. Today, we have 
achieved an efficient,smooth- 
ly functioning management 
operation and the finest staff 
of professional budget ana- 
lysts and committee con- 
sultants in the General As- 
sembly. - 

Everything about our insti- 
tutional rebuilding program 
was intended at its most 

lamental level to improve 
the effectiveness of the indi- 
vidual memiber. 

We began by trying to satis- 
fy first needs first, and our 

st need was information. 
The first order of business, 
therefore, was the recruit- 
ment of a'professional staff to 
prdvide the substantive re- 

‘ch we needed to make a 
part of our decision making 
calculus. Of course, as we be- 
gan to acquire staff we also 
had to train‘ourselves in the 
mast effeétive use of that tal- 
ent. 

Part of increasing each 
member's effectiveness was 
taken care of by the Constitu- 
tion of 1970, which increased 
the time we had available to 
do our work. We augmented 
the progressive insights in the 
constitutional provisions re- 
garding sessions by allocating 
part of our budget for the sup- 
port of members’ work in 
Springfield during months 
when we are not in session. 

We also achieved a long- 
time goal of providing each 
member of the House with a 
private office to. work in 
studying and drafting legisla- 
tion or to consult with other 
governmental officials or con- 
stituents. We also eliminated 
the traditional, small, secre- 
tarial pool available during 
only a minor portion of the 
year in favor of a year-round 
secretarial system that per- 
manently assigns one secre- 
tary to every three legisla- 
tors. 


Our first years’ efforts were 


sire to provide the voters with 
as much relevant information 
about a candidate’s economic 
support as possible upon 
which they might make their 
decisions at the ballot box. 

In the succeeding year our 
most notable achievement 
was the rewriting of our rules 
of procedure. The rules of any 
large group tell an important 
story and I think the story one 
finds in reading our rules is 
that we have a high regard for 
the rights of the minority, I 
fought, too, for the successful 
adoption of rules to limit arbi- 
trary powers and replace 
them with deliberative, 
shared powers. 

During these years, we also 
set the stage for our most re- 
cent and notable accomplish- 
ment — the passage of a cam- 
paign disclosure law for pub- 
lic officials. There is no 
murkier aspect of American 
politics than campaign fi- 
nancing. We expressed ‘our 
concern early and strongly in 
support of a law to bring the 
facts about campaign spend- 
ing out in the open. 

The legacy we have pre- 
sented the voters is one which 
should go far toward letting 
the voter have the facts so as 
to decide for himself whether 
a candidate is unduly behold- 
en to any person or organized 
interest group. 

While much of what is rec- 
ognized as legislative reform 
is not materially visible to the 
eye, we can see many of its 
results in the programs and 
scone of the General Assem- 

ly. 

Over the past four years we 
have enacted hundreds of new 
laws. Many of these laws rep- 
resent a substantial legisla- 
tive achievement in that they 
were legislatively initiated. 
Gone are the days when the 
cliche “‘the governor proposes 
and the legislature disposes” 
had any currency in fact. 

“The legislature has in large 
measure regained its ini- 
tiative as the state’s chief 
policy-making agency. For 
example, legislative initia- 
tives were responsible for the 
economic disclosure and 
campaign disclosure laws. 
The process of fully imple- 
menting our new Constitution 
was carried out entirely by 
the legislature. 

In a variety of substantive 
areas, the legislature has also 
enunciated the policy direc- 
tion expected of it. We have 
enacted a massive bond pro- 
gram which recognized the 
need for a coherent, multi- 
faceted transportation pro- 
gram rather than just a road 
building program. Certainly, 
the creation of a regional au- 
thority in northern Dlinois will 
stand in years to come as a 
sparkling legislative achieve- 
ment. 

In the mental health area, 
we have directed a new em- 
phasis of concern directed at 
helping the developmentally 
disabled. This program was 
the direct result of a special 
House committee investiga- 
tion. We have created a de- 


partment of state government 


devoted to the needs of the 
elderly, and we have enacted 
property tax relief programs 
to leasen the financial burden 
on senior citizens.

House Republicans again 
have shown a preference for 
Illinois leadership. 

Organizing for the 94th 
Congress, the Republican 
Conference has elected Rep. 
Robert C. Michel of Peoria as 
House minority whip and re- 
elected Rep. John B. Anderson 
of Rockford as chairman of the 
conference. 

Michel surrenders _ his 
assignment as chairman of the 
Republican Congressional 
campaign committee to take 
the whip slot being vacated by 
the retirement of Rep. Leslie C. 
Arends of Melvin, who held it 
for a record 20 years of his 40 
years in congress. 

Anderson won his fourth two- 
year term as Republican 
conference chairman, turning 
aside 85 to 52 a challenge from 
Rep. Charles E. Wiggins of 
California. 

Michel was in a three-way 
race for whip against Rep. 
Jerry Pettus of California and 
his Illinois colleague, Rep. John 
N. Erlenborn of Glen Ellyn. 

Voting in the whip race was 75 
for Michel, 38 for Pettus and 22 
for Erlenborn. 

‘The Republican conference is 
the GOP counterpart of the 
Democratic caucus. 

Before entering the caver- 
nous caucus room of the old 
Cannon House Office Building, 
Michel and Anderson expressed 
confidence in the outcome. 

“I feel very good about it,” 
said Michel. ‘But when you get 
down to the wire, there's a little 
bit of anxiety.”” 

“Oh, he's gotit,”’ said Arends, 
confiding that he had 
urged Michel six months ago to 
try for the whip position. 

Yes, Michel confirmed, 
Arends had pushed him as his 
successor. 

Michel said he was dubious 
after Republicans lost 43 House 
seats while he was 
Congressional campaign 
chairman, but Arends pointed 
oul that his colleagues could not 
and would not hold him per- 
sonally responsible for events 
beyond his control. 

“Michel will be a great 
whip,” Arends said after the 
balloting. “The whip job has 
been in Illinois a long time and 
it ought to remain in Illinois.” 

Arends said Michel ‘‘is ex- 
perienced, reasonable, 
courageous and even 
tempered.” 

“He's a guy who will get along 
with the other members,” said 
Arends, who has said his long 
suit as whip was his distaste for 
carrying a grudge. 

Anderson entered the caycus 
room ‘optimistic’? and 
emerged a bit surprised that his 
vote had been three better than 
his guess of 82 

The race between Anderson 
and Wiggins had been billed as 
an “ideological” confrontation, 
with Anderson the moderate 
and Wiggins the conservative. 

While Wiggins had disclaimed 
this, Anderson saw some merit 


in that speculation.

Anderson said his aim is to

Rep. John B. Rhodes of 
Arizona, who was unanimously

leader along with Rep. Sam 
Devine of Ohio as_ vice- 
chairman of the conference, 
and Rep. Jack Edwards of 

Alabama as secretary, struck a 
similar conciliatory note. 

He said the Republican party 
faces a “major decision” and 
that is to “gather itself into a 
unified force to offer a 
Republican alternative to the 
new Democratic majority.” 

He said the role of the GOP 
leadership will be ‘to push the 
consensus."" 

Rhodes noted that “the votes 
were not even close’ for Michel 
and Anderson” and that they 
were selected —“‘over- 
whelmingly.”” 

Wiggins told reporters he was 
somewhat “surprised” by 
Anderson's majority. Asked if 
he believed this indicated “a 
moderate direction” for House 
Republicans, Wiggins said: 

“T don’t attach any particular 
ideological significance to it. I 
didn’t campaign on that basis,” 

Wiggins was disappointed 
that the California delegation 
failed to fill some of the GOP 
leadership posts in the House. 

“California is the largest 
delegation in Congress," 
Wiggins noted “In due course, 
California will attain leadership 
positions,"’ 

Californians had mounted a 
leadership campaign because 
some of them believed GOP 
leadership now exhibits an 
“Eastern tilt.” 

Rep. Paul Findley of Pitt- 
sfield had campainged briefly 
for the whip spot, but when he 
learned after returning from 
the Rome World Food Con- 
ference that Michcl had entered 
the race, he withdrew. 

Before the voting, Erlenborn 
said he was challenging both 
Michel and Pettus because at 
that point ‘no carididate had a 
majority committed.”

AN ORDINANCE 

ESTABLISHING TRAFFIC 

CONTROLS AND 

PROVIDING FOR THE 

VIOLATION THEREOF, 

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE 
CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY 
OF GRANITE CITY, 
ILLINOIS: 

SECTION 1: It is hereby 
declared that a ‘‘No Parking 
Bus Zone”’ is hereby created at 
the following location in the City 
of Granite City, Hlinois, to-wit: 
A. Beginning at the in- 
tersection of Nevada Avenue 
and West 20th Street, on the 
North Side of West 20th Street 
westerly for a distance of 
forty feet (40') from the 
corner of said intersection.
